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The following is a report on the status of communications services in geographic areas impacted by 
Hurricane Irma as of September 10, 2017 at 11:00 a.m. EDT. This report incorporates network outage 
data submitted by communications providers to the Federal Communications Commission’s Disaster 
Information Reporting System (DIRS). DIRS is currently activated for all areas of Puerto Rico and the U.S. 
Virgin Islands. Note that the operational status of communications services during a disaster may evolve 
rapidly, and this report represents a snapshot in time. It should also be noted that not all 
communications providers have reported in DIRS, so some outage information may be missing. 


The following counties are in the geographic area that was covered by the DIRS activation as of this 
morning (the “disaster area”). (Please note that DIRS was activated earlier this afternoon for all counties 
in Florida, and information regarding those counties will be included for the first time in tomorrow’s 
report.)

911 Services 

The Public Safety and Homeland Security Bureau (PSHSB) learns the status of each Public Safety 
Answering Point (PSAP) through the filings of 911 Service Providers in DIRS, reporting to the FCC’s Public 
Safety Support Center (PSSC), coordination with state 911 Administrators, and, if necessary, from 
individual PSAPs. 


There are a total of 2 (same as yesterday) PSAPs affected in the reporting area: 


e Operational without Automatic Location Information (ALI) or Automatic Numbering 
Information (ANI): 2 (both PSAPs in the U.S. Virgin Islands) 
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Wireless Services 
The following section describes the status of wireless communications services and restoration in the 


disaster area, including the percentage of cell sites out of service for each county.

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The following table provides the percentage of cell sites out of service by county. 26.9% cell sites are 
out of service (down from 31.1% yesterday) in the affected area. 25% (down from 29.3% yesterday) of 
cell sites are out of service in Puerto Rico, and 57.9% (down from 60.7% yesterday) of cell sites are out 
of service in the U.S. Virgin Islands. 


50% or more of cell sites are out of service in the following counties: 


e Puerto Rico: Aguas Buenas, Corozal, Culebra, Fajardo, Juncos, Luquillo, Naranjito, San Lorenzo, 
Vieques, Comerio, Jayuya and Orocovis. 
e U.S. Virgin Islands: St. John and St. Thomas

Since there are widespread power outages in Puerto Rico and the U.S. Virgin Islands, the FCC has 
received reports that large percentages of consumers are without either cable services or wireline 
service. Companies are actively working to restoring service. 
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Broadcast 
Radio stations reported out of service: As was the case yesterday, WTJF-FM in the U.S. Virgin Islands is 
the only radio station that has reported being out of service.

e Puerto Rico: WOST, WMEI, WQQZ and WWKQ 
e U.S. Virgin Islands: WTJX-TV and WOSAWD 
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
